House Bill No. 25 pawned the lower 
houne on Thursday as expected, al- 
though without the considerate 
amendment* which bail been hoped 
for. It requires Berea to discontinue 
the education of either its white or its 
colored atudeuta at the end of thia 
school year, unless it can withiu that 
time get ready to conduct a separate 
school for oue rate at *ome new loca 
turn at least twenty five miles away. 

To secure a new location and be 
ready to carry on a school within that 
time i*. of course, impossible, and the 
<ntent of the legislature to simply 
“do damage" seems evident. No 
property would lie safe in a State 
which could lie controlled by such a 
spirit. 

The bill wa* finally rushed through 
with a repetition of the long refuted 
claim that Berea wa* already operat 
ing in violation of State law. The 
present Secretary of State and former 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
either cannot understand the hnglinb 
language or leut hia authority know- 
ingly to this misrepresentation It 
was probably a mistake that the Col- 
lege did not arrange to have some 
suitable preeent ation of the right 
made iu the lower houae. but the (is* 
nag* of the bill there wa* regarded a* 
a foregone conclusion. 

We now dejieud upon the Senate to 
prevent the State from decreeing the 
removal of Berea College from K*n 
lucky, or a division of ita fund* and 
ite teaching force, which would be 
perhaps eveu wore* 

The petition presented by certain 
citizen* of Madison county for the 
passage of the bill ia rather pitiful, 
containing most narrow minded and 
bigoted sentiments, which, however, 
inaiiy of the signers assure us they 
uever read and do not believe in. 
More than three fourths of the voter* 
of Berea, and many of the beat citizen* 
of the county have signed a remon- 
strance against the bill.

Remembering 
Kentucky's history in the Civil War, 
remembering that R. C- Watterson 
and the Louisville Courier-Journal 
are in Kentucky, and remembering 
several other things, we all refuae to 
believe that thia threatened legislation 
will lie consummated .

Before the Legislature enacts any 
law, the proliable or possible effect of 
which ia tn destroy Herea, or to in- 
volve it in expensive aud doubtful 
litigation, it ought to send a calm, 
able, unprejudiced committee to Berea 
aud have a fair, full, juat, impartial 
invent igation and examination. We 
do not approve of the on education of 
the races in Kentucky; our judgment 
i* that it is unwise and without suf- 
ficient justification. We have also be- 
lieved that at Berea it wa* a mintake 
to permit the admission of both 
race*. But yet excellent work ha* 
been done at that iuntitution. It was 
established before the war between 
the Staten aud vvhiln slavery wan the 
Htatua of the colored race in Kentucky. 
After the war it waa permitted by 
Kentucky, and large donation* were 
given it. All our authorities stood by 
aud permitted.theae donations, and by 
silence, if not by approval, ratified 
the conduct and maintenance of that 
iuatitution on the recognized basis of 
the co education of the races aod the 
sexen. In our public ac bools— white 
and colored— numerous graduates or 
matriculates of Berea were teachers, 
and a diploma from Berea waa prac- 
tically accepted aa evidence of compe- 
tency to teach and to control the chil- 
dren, both white and colored. Many 
thousands of dollars have been in- 
vested on the faith of the oharter and 
amendments granted by Kentucky, 
and on the higher faith of the justice 
and charity of her people.

STATUETTE HAS TWO EYES. 



English Art Experts Are nereltrti h» 
a Marble Presentment of 
Lord \el«on. 



The Royal United Service Institution 
of England, which controls the naval 
and military museum, appealed recent- 
ly for subtcrlptlons to purchase a statu- 
ette of Nelson said to have been present- 
ed to Nelson by George III. 

The statuette was examined by ex- 
perts who declared It early nineteenth 
century work of great artistic value. 

King Edward subscribed $1 25. the 
prince of Wales $50, and the statuette 
was purchased. Now It comes out that It 
was modeled only two years ago by 
Richard Garbe, an art student, for a 
patron who supplied him with old prints 
and details. Garbe says he rannot un- 
derstand how experts Imagined that It 
was a slauiette of early nlnete<nth cen- 
tury work, as he adopted a device re- 
cently discovered of cutting a crescent 
In each eye to cast a shadow to add to the 
expression. The statuette, which pur- 
ported to have been presented to Nelson 
az a memento of the battle of the Nile, 
represents him as having two eyes, al- 
though he lost one four years befors 

that battle.

“Dewey.” a well-behaved fox ter- 
rier, whose home Is In Rye, will be 
the flrst dog honored with a regular 
aunual pass, says a New York dis- 
patch to the Baltimore Sun Dewey 
has been a traveler on the New York.

A ROCKVILE (Conn.) man hasconi- 
plctcd a table that Is remarkable. 
It is a round renter table, and Is 
constructed of 3.430 separate pieces of 
wood of historical interest. In the ren- 
ter of the table Is a mariner's compass, 
with every point In it shaded, one of the 
hardest parts in the making of the table 
being the matching of the different 
shades of wood. Outside of the com- 
pass runs an Intricate design made of 
diamond-shaped and triangular pieces

of wood, light and dark alternating and 
arranged In such a way that There is an 
actual perspective, and in looktug at the 
table the design appears to be of raised 
blocks instead of being entirely flat, as 
It Is. The top of the table is remarkable 
in this particular and In the fart that it 
Is made from wood from man) parts 
of the world, each state and territory 
of this union being represented, and 
the entire work being done with a jack- 
knife. The top of the table is 80 Inches 
In diameter and is 16-sided. There are 
four concealed drawers tinder the top 
of the table. The outer rim is of rose- 
wood and mahogany. On the ledge be- 
neath the same Idea of Inlaid work Is 
carried out In stars piled one above the 
other. The maker first began to gather 
wood for this table in 1876. and during all 
of the last 28 years he has been rorstant- 
ly on the hunt for pieces of historic bit* 
for bla tabic. After gathering the ma- 
terial it took three months to make the 
Mbit, requiring unlimited patience to 



carve out each piece with a jackknife.

LYE HOMINY. 

There is uo better aud cheaper dish 
than lye hominy As some of The Cit- 
izen readers may not have thought of 
preparing it this winter 1 will give 
my recipe. 

1 have a half gallon of good sound 
white corn shelled. This 1 put in the 
diuner kettle, then add one quart of 
clean ashes burnt from good sound 
wood. I pour on enough boiling wat- 
er to entirely cover the corn and ashee, 
and keep the kettle boiling for one 
and a half hours. When the whole 
mass begins to thicken, take from the 
fire and put in a steamer or colander. 

Pour in plenty of cold water and 
stir w ith a spoon until the aahee all 
run out, then set the colander in a 
disbpau and pour in warm water 
euough to cover the corn. Rub the 
corn well with the bands until all the 
husks slip off. This will not take long 
if the lye was good and strong. 

Wash in several waters until the 
w ater runs off clear. Clean the kettle 
and put the corn back, cover with 
boiling water and boil until tender. 

Put in a handful of salt, keep well 
stirred up from the bottom, and keep 
plenty of water on it or it will burn. 

This is a dish my mother taught 
me. We used to make eight or ten 
gallons at once in cold weather and 
we had enough to last a week, but we 
children all had a fine appetite for lye 
hominy. We would fry it in drippings 
from fried meat for breakfast, dinner 
and supper. It was relished by every 
member of the family . 

Just try this, some of you good old 
time cooks aud see what a fine dish 
you can have for cold days.

! Miss Minckley was a woman of 
geutle aud modest nature, sensitive iu 
j her feelings, fine in her tastes and 
moral susceptibilities. Full of prac- 
tical iuterest iu the welfare of the 
young people under her charge, she 
was unselfish aud unsparing in her 
labors for them. 

With her fellow workers she was 
geuerous with wonts of praise aud 
sparing of words of blame, and was 
always willing to work where she was 
most needed She was successful in 
every position which she had held, 
being always faithful in every partic 
ular, and it had t>een hoped that 
Berea College might have the tauefit 
of her ripe judgmeut aud experience 
for mauy years. In a most quiet and 
gentle way she had touched mauy 
li\es and made them tatter and 
nobler, aud so had rendered them au 
inestimable service 

The funeral services occurred from 
the Parish House at 4 o'clock Monday 
aftemoou, aud was attended in a 
body by the faculty. Miss Minckley’s 
school and the local Y W.C. A. The 
love felt for Miss Miuckley was 
showu by the evideut sadness over 
the whole audieuce at losing her. 
Miss Robiusou read a paper descrip 
tive of Miss Minckley 's work in the 
College aud of her taautiful character 
Dr. Hubtall followed with words of 
comfort and of exhortation not (o 
allow Miss Minckley s influence for 
good to pass out of the lives she bail 
touched. The remains, in charge of a 
brother, Mr. Altart Miuckley, were 
taken to their home at Hydeville. 
Pa , for burial. Mr Miuckley came 
Sunday night in response to a tele- 
gram. but his sister was not conscious 
w hen he reached her tadaide.

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Christianity in the Schools 

By BISHOP S. M. MERRILL, 

of Che Methodist Episcopal Church. 

|l'.. \\.\\T no closer union of church ant! state 
in this land than wc now have. The founders ol 
this republic hit upon the ideal relation and im- 
bedded it in the constitution, not to he disturbed 
by accidental majorities, nor to be subject to the 
animosities of partisan strife. Kach is independ- 
ent in its sphere. The church has all the liberty it 
needs and all the protection it requires. The state 
has never yet encroached upon the rights of the 
church, and will not so long as the people are 
intelligent and vigilant. The trend of the times is to keep the distinction 
clear, and to hold each to its proper duties, lint while the separation is 
complete there is no antagonism lie tween the two. They are helpe r s of 
each other in all legitimate works and ways. The public schools, 
ordained and controlled by the state, are for the good of the whole peo- 
ple, and, therefore, for the good of the church— for the good of all the 
churches, of all nationalities, and all religions. Then is nothing in the 
land more truly catholic than our public schools. 

W e would not have them less catholic and, therefore, they must nn» 
be sectarian or denominational. We believe, however, that they could 
he more religious than they are without detriment to their efficiency, or 
an> sectarian tendency. They could teach the foundation principles of 
religion with regard to which all agree, whether Jews or Gentiles, I’ro- 
ti -tant« or Romanists, and certain!) they could inculcate the morality of 
Christianity, with its universal standards, without injury to the rights of 
mtidel or pagan. 

This nation is not infidel nor pagan. Romanist nor Protestant, but 
it i s Christian in its constitution, profession, institutions, and laws. In 
numrmns wavs it recognizes Christianity as the religion of the people, 
and interweaves the sentiments of the Gospel into the fabric of its legis- 
lation and its judicial processes. While it docs not and cannot inculcitc 
Christianity in the public schools, in its positive form as a positive treat i 
tution. it can and should recognize it as the dominant faith of the people 
and of the nation, with proper respect for whatever o sacred to parents 
and to tin public at large; for if it be not the duty of the state to educate 
tli children into Christianity, much less is it the right or duty of the 
Vat' through her schools, to educate them out of Christianity or into 
iutilrbty. When once that is attempted their doom is sealed, as the 
Atiur an people will have no infidel <»r "godless" institutions on the list 
of tilt i r public beneficences. 

Life's Investment

Business, capital, investments. Those are 
the three commanding words of our da\ and 
place. If they are not written in letters of gold 
m every man's counting-room they are stamped 
in letters of iron in every man's and everv ' 
woman's workshop. They arc words that can- 
not lie dismissed or ignored. So to-day let us 
accept them and interpret them, if possible, in 
terms not only of the life that now is. but of the 
life eternal 

The world is a great market place into 
which every one of us is carricj by the chariot 
of birth, with more or less capital to invest. 
This investment is subjected to the same irre- 
vocable laws of exchange as govern all other 
investments, among which we find as fundamental these f nir : 

1. There is no credit at this market. The universe docs a cash 
husini ‘s with all her patrons. 

2 . The universe deals honestly with her patrons. Here we get just 
what wc bargain for — nothing more, nothing less. 

3. Here as elsewhere capital well invested grows. 

4 I'ninvested capital depreciates and sooner or later slips through 
the fingers of the holder. 

I '(mu adequate appreciation and obedience to these four laws depend 
our moral and religious prosperity, just as much as docs our industrial 
or commercial prosperity. 

The fourth law is an alarming one: "I'ninvested capital depreciates 
and sooner or later slips through the fingers." ( >h. my friends, this 
would be awful were it nr>t so sumblime! It is sad to sec a limb par- 
alyzed bv disuse or misuse. Alas, could we see the shriveled sinews of 
the brain, the atrophied organs of the heart, the withered faculties of the 
soul! Could we know the lives once sensitive to generous things that 
have 1 < come ossified for want of exercise, the minds that are now capped 
in dark casements that once occupied apartments full of windows open- 
ing to the sky. we would stand appalled at the aw ful evidences that this 
righteous law of God is being unflinchingly executed all around us. He 
will not allow lii.s subjects to retain unused talents. 

The Preacher and Politics

|HfiKE is a tendency Io keep the pr ea che r within certain lim- 
its. You stay in the drawing-room along with the ladies, men 
seem to say. We will go into the world and attend to business 
and polities. Nevertheless the topics of" the pulpit must be 
taken from the things which are near the people’s hearts. I 
would not for a moment encourage sensationalism or political 
electioneering in the pulpit, but I would rather have an 
occasional lapse into had taste or injudiciousuess than to have 
the preacher fail to touch the lives of men. 

In the problems of socia’.sm, of capital and labor, of 
statecraft in every form, there is beneath all the externals a deep princi- 
ple of truth; and it is for the preacher to dive down beneath the surging 
and perhaps turgid waters and brng up the pearl of great price. Remem- 
ber that there are certain things which the Christian preacher will not 
do. He will never preach war. His voice will he always for peace, and 
when the passions of anger and greed pass over a nation the true pulpit 
w ill belong to the Prince of Peace. War may have to come, and as a citi- 
zen In may approve, but as a preacher of Jesus Christ he must proclaim 
only the Christmas tidings. Nor will he enter into the arena of party 
politics. It is not his business to decide whether Tammany or fusion, 
whether democrat of republican, conquer in a given election. No; hij 
campaign lasts all the year, and he must struggle to bring out those prin- 
ciples of honesty and charity, of purity and family integrity and of politi- 
cal courage which make the good **itiien, whether he be democrat or 
republican. The life and strength of a nation consist not in its politics, 
but in those eternal truths which lie bencatli politics.

There seems to he a good deal of 
misinformation regaillng the proper 
place to keep honey after it has been 
taken from the hives. Bee-keepers 
generally know how to preserve It in 
order to maintain Its tine <)uallty. but l 
a groat many people who buy it for 
home use, and even grocerymen who 
handle It in considerable quantities, 
fall to keep it at its best. Some peo- 1 
pie think because a cellar is recom- 
mended lor wintering bees It must be 
an Ideal place to keep honey. I have 
found others, supposing a cool place 
to be desirable, keeping It in an Ice- 
box, says a writer in Northwestern Ag- 
riculturist. Neither of these is suita- 
ble, unless one has a furnace in the 
cellar and therefore It is both warm 
and dry; an Ice-box. never. 

Honey absorbs moisture, and If kept 
long Ln a cool, damp place it wilt be- 
come thin and watery and lose its orig- 
inal flavor. It may not spoil It to freezs 
if the air surrounding Is perfectly dry. 
but damp cold Is injurious. If the 
honey gathers dampness and then 
freezes, the combs will crack anil the 
honey run down the outside, and It 
never looks or tastes quite so nice as 
It did before. 

An Ideal place to keep honey Is where 
It Is dry all the time and never freezes. 
The kitchen, a warm room over the 
kitchen, or the attic Is the beat placs 
I know of without preparing a special 
place warmed artificially. Perhaps it 
is not necessary to hint that mice must 
he excluded Extracted honey, too, 
needs to be kept In a warm, dry place, 
unless It Is in sealed cans completely 
excluding the atr One reason why 
more honey is not used Is localise so 
few persons know how to keep It in all 
Its original excellence.

call themselves statesmen. No other 
equality ia offered or guaranteed them 
at Berea The white student that 
associates with him does so at bis 
own sweet will, and there is more 
equality of races evidenced in many 
Ceutral Kentucky towns than one 
uotes at Berea.

The Legislature of Kentucky has 
before it a bill to forbid the educa 
tiou of the whites and uegroes in the 
same school. 

The one conspicuous State iustitu 
tiou to which the (lending bill would 
apply ia Berea College. During the 
laat ten years, uuder the presidency of 
William G. Froat, Berea has reached 
out after 'he childreu of Kentucky 
mountaineers, and its growth has 
come almost wholly from ita mcreas 
ing hold upon the mountain country, 
while the proportion, if not the actual 
number of negro students has greatly 
decreased. Dr. Frost more thau any 
other American has made known the 
pitiable isolation of these 8,000,000 
mouutaineers of the Appalachian re 
gion. H» has brought liefore the 
country their Americanism, their hou 
esty auil'love of libertv.and has inter- 
ested the whole country in the possi 
bility of educating them as a great 
reservoir of cit'zenship of Anglo 
Saxon stock, and in some sort b 
counter weight to our immigration 
from Southern and Eastern Europe. 
That is the work which Berea ia do 
ing and it is the work which must 
stop if the pending bill is passed and 
is sustained by the courts. 

To make that point clear a little his- 
tory is needed. Berea was founded 
before the war as an anti slavery 
church and school. Its founders and 
teachers were driven out with violence 
duriug the war. Afterward they crept 
back, reopened the school and began 
to teach uegroes Berea is founded 
upon the broadest statement of equal 
ity, its endowments have lieen receiv- 
ed upon such conditions, and it cauuot 
depart from that policy at the tiehest 
of the Legislature, eveu if if would- 
The changes in its policy have come 
about through the operation of natural 
forces. Negro schools have multiplied 
in the South, ami the standards at 
Berea are higher thau in most of 
these, so thst fewer negroes have come 
to it. Then it stands on the edge of 
the forty mountain counties of Ken- 
tucky. it has turned its energies and 
its increasing income in that dire*' 
tiou with such effect that out of 
'.*77 students at present HU3 are 
whites. It might have a student 
body twice as large if it had the 
buildings, aud it is receiving gifts 
aud making plans for a great extern 
siou of its work. 

The problem of the State of Ken 
lucky is not a negro problem, but a 
white problem. Berea is doing a 
work which uobody else in Kentucky 
has been able to do. It has beeu 
getting a hold upo-i the sympathy of 
thecouutry, which will euable it to 
extend that work greatly duriug the 
next ten years. 

Yet Kentucky is seriously asked to 
close such a work as that because it 
does not like the reception of negroes 
at the school The Eagle will not 
argue negro equality. A great many 
Northern people who help Berea do 
not believe on principle in mixed race 
schools The Eagle entirely agrees 
with those who bold that view, but 
recognizes the exceptional conditions 
at Berea. Those who visit Berea are 
compelled to admit, on the evidence 
of their own eyes, that the thing works 
well there. There hare lieeu no 
scandals aud no mixed marriages as 
the result of the mixed education. 
The very moat which the supporters 
of the hill can say about Berea is that 
it hu established bi-race shooling in 
a little mountain village, far removed 
from the ceuters of population, and 
where the uegroes are in a small 
minority. That proposition offends 
the wholesome instincts of the Keu 
A'lS-kiauiu But is the feeliug deep 
enough to stop a work which is bear- 
ing such valuable fruit for the whites 
of Kentucky ! We do not lielieve that 
it ia and we do not believe that the 
people of Kentucky would say that it 
ia if the matter was fully aud fairly 
laid before them. Legislatures yield 
to paasiou sometimes, they make 
mistakes sometimes, aud, without 
wishing to assume to legislate for that 
State from New York, we feel that a 
mistake has been made in this case 
The closing of Berea College would 
withdraw from the mountain whites 
of Kentucky their chief link with 
civilization. It would make the pro 
blem of government for that region 
one of increaaing difficulty. It would 



b« au irreparable injury to the moun- 
tain whites aud to the people of the 
western end of the State also. Beside 
ot that real aud tangible result, 
the chrorno shadow of negro rqiiality 
which is cast from the isolation of 
Berea is a small matter in itself; and 
one that sigually lacks "spissitude or 
substantiality.” as Lyman Atwater of 
Princeton, aud of blessed memory, 
used to say. Berea should lie except- 
ed or the bill should be killed. 

Columbus 0. Dispatch Ind 

The fact that the bill w as introduced 
by the member from Breathitt County 
seems to the Columbus Dispatch to 
uiake the matter worse: Turning Ins 

attention from the outrageous cotnli 
tions that have prevailed in his county 
and can uot yet have lieeu entirely 
remedied, lie makes assault upon oue 
of the worthiest, liecause one of the 
most uplifting, influences in the State. 
That would lie bad enough in itself, 
but the situation is made worse by the 
fact that the proposition spirals to a 
preseut prejudice which not many of 
the legislators, it is feared, will be 
able to withstand. They would uot 
ruthlessly destroy Berea but they can 
not defy the sentiment against mixed 
schools They regret that the ques- 
tion has been raised, but Duw that it 
has beeu raised, they tuuat vote the 
sentiments of their consti'uents, 
whatever happens. 

Pittsburg Pa Dispatch Ind 

Th“ Pittsburg Dispatch could fini 
the arguments advanced iu favor of 
the Kentucky bill amusing if their 
results were not no tragic: The State 

Superintendent of education produced 
the familiar bogy that “if the Berea 
idea were carried to its logical con 
elusion there would be social equality 
of the race.-, in Kentucky. ’’ An en- 
lightened clergyman declared that if 
he were a member of the committee 
"he would not permit President Frost 
to come before it, no more thau he 
would permit President Roosevelt to 
eat with his family ” The author of 
the bill put it on the basis that it was 
to "prevent the contamination of the 
white children of Keutucky.” Upon 
the foundation of these advanced 
principles it was practically enacted 
that Berea must uot go on with its 
work The real offense of the insti 
tution is that it has stood for freedom 
aud eulighteninent. Freedom and 
enlightenment are deadly enemies of 
South* rn race prejudice. 

Wasters Christian Advocata Religious 

Much sympathy will lie felt for 
Berea College (Ky.) in the crisis 
through which it ia passing Neither 
the president nor tile faculty seek for 
mixed education iu the public schools, 
uor do they condemn any other 
schools whose conduct is different. 
They advocate no theories of inter- 
marriage between the races. But 
Berea rests u|»oii a Christian endow- 
ment— wholly beuevoleut and uu- 
sectariau, which provides that the 
privileges of the school shall lie open 
“to all youug people of good moral 
character.” It has had forty eight 
years of honorable history The 
uaine of John G. Fee is woven into 
its record.

It is useless, probably, to argue with 
Kentuckians on the question of social 
equality. But it would be strange if 
they should take steps to destroy au 
institution which does its chief work 
among their own raee, the poor isolat 
ed whites of the Kentucky mountains 
The statistics of attendance reveal 
sufficiently the fBct that Berea is a 
great light of civilization for the 
whites themselves in those Appalach 
ian counties of the commonwealth 
which modern life has penetrated the 
least It is no idle Isiast Beiea can 
make that crime has been greatly 
decreased within the circle of its in- 
fluence. The institution should by all 
meat's lie continued in ita present 
location; aud the Keutucky Legisla- 
ture would lay claim to the appro- 
bation of the world by definitely 
deciding to tolerate the race co educa- 
tional feature of au institution so 
peculiarly placed. But if the dread 
of social equality ia to be dominant 
and the school ia to be denied ita 
charter righta, then the State of Ken- 
tucky should at least make good the 
financial loaa to the college by gener 
ous grants and insure ita permanence 
as an institution imperatively needed 
by the whites of the most backward 
section of t lit* commonwealth.

It now appears that the hill which 
threatens the existence of Berea Col- 
lege has uot yet passed the Kentueky 
Senate, as reported. Almost unani- 
mously adopted by the House, it haa 
still to face the Seuate, where there ia 
likely to be considerably more oppoai 
tion. The more the bill is studied, 
the more unnecessary aud vicious it 



sppears, particularly when it is con- 
sidered that Berea has never asked or 
received a cent from the State. Were 
it using au annual appropriation, there 
might possibly lie some excuse for 
this attempt to interfere with its 
sacred right to teach those who pre 
sent themselves at its gates As it is, 
the bill seems like a most officious 
interfiled ling with its private affairs 
Any measure so obviously the off 
spring of race jealousy, of narrow 
inindedneKs. and bliud prejudice must 
necessarily engender bad feeling. This 
the Berea bill has already done, its 
officers hare lieeu calumnated right 
and left, its motives misconstrued, sud 
the institution itself charged with all 
sorts of shortcomings —all liecause it 
dares educate whites and blacks under 
the same naif! The chief argument 
in favor of the bill seems to lie that 
this sort of education is displeasing to 
some of the college’s white neighbors, j 
Such trilling matters as the merits of 
the work done by Berea, its influence 
on whitps nud blacks alike in the 
mountain countiea, and the value of 
its moral teachings, are carefully 
passed over by defenders of the lull. 
On these points Berea's reputation is 
a mighty fortress; yet it would have 
to yield to the forces of bliud passion 
auii iguoraut prejudice should this 
bill liecotne a law. 

Tha Outlook Ind 

I’rofeasor S. (\ Mitchell, of Rich 
inoud College, \ a , iu a recent uuui 
Iter of The ( hitlook shows a statesman 
like grasp of the ueeds of the South 

He traces the march of progress iu 
the nineteenth century along three 
lines 

1. Liberal: Out of the American 
and French revolutions came the 
spirit of emancipation. Serfs in I'rus 
sia aud Russia were freed; distinctions 
of feudalism and the privileges of the 
nristocrat were swept away 

2. National During this century 
there was an intense yearning for 
nationality. Greece, Belgium. Hoi 
land. Italy, Germany made good their 
nationality 

3 Industrial: Great inventions re\o 
lutiouiz-d industry; society liecame 
industrial. 

But cruel circumstances shut the 
South out of a shave in these mighty 
influences of the century. Madism 
slid Washington and Marshall and 
Jefferson, all men of the South, were 
pioneers in the advocacy of national 
and liberal measures These iiieu 
and measures were prophetic of s 
destiny for the South the reverse of 
whst ensued 

The shift in the scene was made by 
Eli Whitney, in his invention which 
made slavery profitable in the raising 
of cotton. 

As a result the South found itself in 
variance with the rapid chauges soon 
to sweep over the world. 

1. To hold slavery in opposition to 
the liberal tendency of the age 

2. To insist on State’s righta in op- 
position to nationality 

3. To content herself with agricul- 
ture alone instead of embracing the 
rising industrialism- 

It was an instance of arrested 
development. The facts must lead to 
this conclusion, notwithstanding that 
| there was so much of nobility, chiv 
airy and beautiful life in the old 
South It was these three historic 
forces lilieral. national, industrial— 
that won at Appomattox in spile of 
the genius of Lee, the heroism of her 
s-’iis. aud the sacrifices of her 
daughters. 

Certain duties then liecome clear as 
to the South of to day These are — 

1 To liberalize it in thought. 

2 To nationalize it in politics. 

3 To industrialize it in production. 

The task of the present educational 
movement is to help on these progres 
sive tendencies How can th"t best 
dona? What are the great etlucat iona 1 
needs of the South ? They are two — 
teachers and publicists. 

As concerns the negro, his primary 
need is for teachers ami leaders, 
moral, well trained and deeply sensi 
1 ble of race responsibility. No other 
race has made such progress if you 
consider depths from which it hss 
risen and difficulties which it hss 
encountered. He who condemns the 
negro for his lack of will power, 
either in work or morals, will do well 
to rememlier that slavery weakens 
that special faculty in man. By means 
of the slow and sure forces of educa 
tion and religion the negro isliecoming 
capable in industry and moral iu 
society. 

In order to have better school 
teachers, we must have more normal 
schools, better pay for teachers, 
longer sessions, expert superintend 
euts. 

The other need is that of publicists 
— men who cau tiring scientific intel 
ligence to liear upon the economic 
social and political conditions con 
fronting us. The average politician 
has found in the appeal to the pre 
judices of the people an exhauslless 
mine of sordid profit. Naturally his 
own powers have liecome contracted 
to the limits of the prejudices which 
be has tried to congeal Democracy 
ceased to become educative- losing 
thereby ita essential virtue. The 
publicist either through the press or 
as legislators or as teachers or as 
financiers, or in auy other of the nu- 
merous callings open to forceful lead 
era, will by his spirit of social service 
and specialized intelligence Dank the 
demagogue.
